rect ) I had intelligence given me of Gunpowder 
Which was in that houſe, where the diſaſter after hap- 
cned, and that toa great quantity, ſothat the aakels 
bournood were much afraid of it. My houfe being next 
f Young I went tomy neighbour and told him what 
1 had heard, nor could he deny it to be ſo; 1 did there- 
fore pray him, it might be removed ſpeedily, which 
he pretended could not be done that night without in» 


[creaſing our danger, but promiſed to remove it the 


next morning betimes, and in the mean time to watch 
It all that night himſelf, but this his promiſe not being 
performed, I urged him to it again, withall telling him 
that otherwiſe I would acquaint aMagiſtrate therewith 
Þefore whom ſaid I, you cannot anſwer for it, it being 
prohibited any man to keep above fix or eight pounds 
of Gunpowder at the moſt in his houſe, and that too,
